First, the order comprisea two clasjei of 


persoEF, Tj2: those who are about leaving 
the United States to evade military doty, 
and those who for the samfc purpoae leave 
their own State; leaving the United States 
until the military draft is perfected is ab- 
solutely prohibited. But it wa3 not the in- 
tsntion o'f the order to interfere -with the 
transit from State to State, of any persons 
but those who designed to evade military 
duty. 
Whenever you have reason to be- 


lieve that the purpose U to evade military 
duty, the order wiil authorize the detention

Second, Any person detained may be re 


leased on giving bonds to the United 
States, with enfficient security of $1000 
conditional for the performance of mBitary 
duty, if he should be drafted, or the pro- 
viding of & proper substitute. 


Third, Immediate report is to be made 


to this office of all persons detained, with 
the cause of their detention. 


Fourth, Yon will exercise the powers ol

Fifth, The Governors of the respective 


States are authorized to give passes and 
permits to their own citizena desiring to 
leave the Stata without intent to evade 
Kilitary duty.

conaequenca had taken place on tbe south 
side of James River. We hairs had a con- 
siderable force over there for the past few 
days anticipating that the enemy would 
make his appearance.
